:MARCB SO. AN ACT to Amend Section 664, of the Revision [of 1860.1 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General AB8embly oj 
Rev·,58M. the Slate of Iowa, That section 664 of the Revision [of 

1860] be so amended as to read as follows: Until suoh 
election, vacancies, except in the office of Governor, shall 
be filled as follows :-In State offices by the Governor. In 
county offices by the board of supervisors. In township 
offices by the trustees; but where the offices of the three 

:,e:"::;-&Il~ trustees are vacant the clerk shall appoint, and, if the 
=~~~~:t offices of the three trustees and the clerk are all vacant, 

then the county auditor shall appoint. 
SEO. 2. This act being deemed of immediate impor­

CHAPTER 48. 

TOWN 01' IOWA lALLS. 

:MARCH 80. AN ACT to Legalize the Acts of the Trustees, Mayor, and Recorder 
of the Town of Iowa Falls, Iowa.

WHEREAS, The town of Iowa Falls, in the county or 

Pramble. Hardin and State or Iowa, is an incorporated town, incor­
porated under the general incorporation laws of said 
State; and 

WHEREAS, Donbts have arisen as to whether some of 
the acts and ordinances enacted by the b9ard of trustees 
of said town are legal; therefore, 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General AB8embly of 
the Slate of Iowa, That all the official acts of the board or 
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
